Phase I. The five classes between 1 April and 30 June 
1957 are reserved for grades of Colonel, GS-12 or above 
who require information on SAGE in the performance of 
their duties. 

Phase II. The classes between 1 July 1957 and 30 June 
I960 will be allocated on first priority as in Phase I, 
and to lower grades to whom the SAGE information is 
essential. . Second priority will be given where train- 
ing is desirable but not essential in the performance 
of duties.
